He 
retired in 1033. 

Mr. Warner was preceded 
in death by his wife, Dude, 
who died in August, 1044, 
*ifiWnfy hson', AUIen, who wits 
killed during World War I. 
(Warner was a direct de- 
scendant of John Aidcn.)

Presumably, both the Lake County Health 
Department and the ^Lake County -Department of 
Public Works are already working on this.prob- 
lem, plus a good many civic associations scatter- 
ed" lliroug'hout the County. Both the Lake County 
Health' Dept. and Public Works, plus civic asso- 
ciations, are solidly against the formation, of .the 
■ Conservancy District. 

It will 'take all the cooperation of organiza- 
" tions and individuals living in the county that can 
be mustered to make any real progress against 
the knotty problem of water pollution; The Con- 
servancy District obviously is not going to get 
the cooperation of the groups who are now f ight-. 
mg it's forma tionrW ith tax money, authority and 
efforts further divided, it seems more, likely to 
slow progress in the water pollution problem in 
Lake County than to speed it up. 

Once approved, the powers of the Conser- 
vancy District are apparently very broad*, and the 
• limits. of their power rather vague. They can, ap- 
parently, insist that neighboring villages, such as 
Autioch, take steps to remove effluent from sew- 
age before discharging it into streams; they can 
build streets and sidewalks, purchase and con- 
demn land. 

The Conservancy District could, under able 
leadership and with the cooperation of the citi- 
zens, do the jobjt's being formed to do; it could 
dwindle into a useless government bureau which 
would eat up tax money better spent elsewhere 
without producing any results : or it could become 
; an expensive Frankinstein monster, balking ef- 
forts of other Lake County departments and civic 
organizations.

Dear Editor: 

Your editorial for National 
Library Week was excellent. 
I read It with interest and 
pleasure. 

You mentioned that thcAn- 
tiocli Township Library Is 
run on a budget of about 
$13,000 a year. This is a 
"bare bones" budget. Sal- 
aries, building cost and main- 
tenance, and book buying are 
held to a minimum to fit this 
"bare bones" budget. 

If the citizens of Antioch 
Township wonder why so lit- 
tle money " is given to the 
maintenance of the public 
library, a glance at your next 
tax .bill will tell you. The 
library levy is .035 or 3 l /a 
cents for every $100 of valu- 
ation. Illinois State law per- 
mits 20c. 

Why is Antioch's (and 
many other libraries') levy so 
low? It was frozen at this 
rate during the depression 
years by the Hodge Act 
(that's right, he's the gentle- 
man now selling hardware). 
The tax rale can be changed 
to meet more realistically the 
many needs of a growing 
community. The way to 
change it is by a referendum 
vote. I think it is time we 
held such a vote.

The Lake Region Planning 
Committee has put out a 
booklet projecting the popu- 
lation growth of Lake Coun- 
ty and the various munici- 
palities therein from now till 
the year 2000. 

This, says tho booklet. Is an 
educated guess figured on 
births, deaths, in-migratiou 
and out-migration. Of course, 
it's still a guess, because the 
human clement has a disturb- 
ing way of upsetting the nic- 
est mathematical estimates of 
the experts. They quite of- 
ten simply refuse to do what 
might be expected of them. 

So you can decide for your- 
self whether or not you think 
the RPC made a good guess 
(I'm sure they'd be offended 
by my referring to their fig- 
ures as a "guess." At the 
wages the taxpayers aro pay- 
ing them, they can't afford 
to be referred to as "guess- 
ers.") 

They estimate the popula- 
tion of Antioch (the village) 
will have increased to 3.500 
by 1970; to 5.200 by 1900 
and to 9.000 by the year 
2000. 

Tite unincorporated areas 
of Antioch Township, wilb a 
1900 population of 0,545 will 
increase to 0.UQ0 by 1970; to 
13,000 by 1900, and to 24.200 
by 2000. 

So tuck these figures care- 
fully away somewhere and 
check them every 20 years. 
If the estimate proves to be 
way off by the year 2000 we 
can fire the RPC.

Comonwealth Edison .Com- 
pany will -reduce electricity' 
rates, effective June 1, for 
substantially all of its 2,200,- 
000 customers, including 
those In the Public Service 
Company Division. The de- 
crease will be at the rate of, 
approximately $12,500,000 
annually based on the 1003 
volume of sales. 

James W. Karbor, Chair- 
man of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, announced that 
new rate scheduels have been 
filed following the request 
of the Commission that the 
Company, in the light of re- 
cent cuts In the federal cor- 
porate income tax rates, ex- 
amine the current relation- 
shop between revenue and 
costs.- 

Most small residential cus- 
tomers, under the new sched- 
ule, will save at least 54 cents 
a year. The typical six-room 
house, using 350 kilowatt- 
hours or more a month, will 
save $2.04 a year. 

Small and medium com- 
mercial and industrial cus- 
tomers will get savings ag- 
gregating over $8,340,000 an- 
nually. Large commercial 
and industrial customers will 
save about $1,200,000 a year. 
The balance of the reduction 
will be applied to governmen- 
tal, railroad and other cus- 
tomers. 

Mr. Karber said the Edi- 
son rate cut, reflecting the 
effect of the 1065 as well as 
the 1064 income tax reduc- 
tions, is, the largest made by 
any Illinois utility, and so far 
as Is known the largest of 
any In the country.

I (ore aro. some tips that 
could. help you save a life — 
your baby's! They cover sub- 
jects ranging from baby's 
bath to biting crib bars. They. 
are (loslgnotl to prevent acci- 
dents, the No. 1 killer of our 
young. 

Baby's Bath — Always 
check water temperature to 
prevent scalding. Watch out 
lor hot faucets. Never leave 
bnhy alone In tho bath. Nevor 
answer the phone or the 
doorbell when you're busy 
hnthiug baby. 

In the Crib — No pillow. 
Make sure the bars are up 
and lacked when baby's in 
the crib and that the crib is 
coated with lead-free paint. 
Avoid using 1 thin plastic mat- 
rcss covers. 

On the Floor When baby 
graduates from the crib on 
tho floor, clear it of obstacles, 
Don't leave things around he 
can get hurt on. Pins, but- 
tons, needles and other small 
objects' should be put away. 
Remove small breakable ob- 
jects from coffeo tables and 
places within reach of young 
hands; Safety gates on 
porches, tops of stairs, win- 
dow guards and securely fas- 
tened screens prevent acci- 
dents. 

Toys— Choose them for 
safety. Give baby sturdy rat- 
tles,, brightly colored objects 
hung in view, large, soft col- 
ored balls and push-pull toys 
with rounded edges. Stuffed 
animals or dolls make good 
toys for baby, as long as they 
don't have hard button eyes 
that can be pulled loose and 
swallowed. 

Poliont — Tots Will taste 
anything, even poisons. Aro 
any of these items— all poten- 
tial killers— within a child's 
reach in your home: aspirin, 
Iodine, perfume, nail polish 
remover, drain cleaners, 
match heads, shoe polish, or 
kerosene? There are many 
other household items that 
are also poisonous. For ex- 
ample; cleaning products 
such as bleaches, detergents, 
lyo and other caustics, pol- 
ishes and waxes, lighter flu- 
ids, fuel oils, paints, turpen- 
tine, paint remover and thin- 
n e r, pesticides including 
mothballs, weed killers, fer- 
tilizers, cosmetics, hair spray, 
and permanent wave mate- 
rials. 

Many poisonous substances 
have delayed reaction and 
may not produce symptoms 
for some time after they're 
swallowed. Don't wait for 
symptoms to develop. Ad- 
minister first aid and call a 
doctor. 

It's Interesting to note

Most of the families liked 
their campsite locations. The 
most frequent reasons were 
closeness- to water, privacy 
and shudlncss. Those who 
did not like the locations gave, 
these reasons: too far from 
tiic take, insects, uneven 
ground, too sunny and too 
large gravel on the pad.' 

Swimming and boat launch- 
ing and docking facilities 
were convenient to the camp- 




sites, f Tho'iamities made lex* 
tensive use of these facilities 
While they camped, 'One 
hundred twenty-eight famll 
les went swimming, 89 went 
fishing and 37 wont ^boating.'

Most of the families had 
.previously -had none to three; 
years of camping experience, 
so they %oro .hot 'Jseasonedi 
campers/'* The Coverage was 
four ^members per family, 
twO adults and two children. 
According to Munson, itent 
living prcdimlnated among 
the groups in 'the study. Most 
of the others used trailers or 
tent-trailers. Only a few used 
station wagon-tents or pick- 
up trucks. 

In answer to a query about 
who or what Influenced their 
choice of campgrounds, most 
of the groups said personal 
recommendations of friends, 
relatives and co-workers. The 
second most Important Influ- 
ence was advertisements in 
such publications as news- 
papers and camping and 
other magazines. 

Schweitzer and Munson, 
co-supervisors of the study, 
point, out that this study 
showed up only family pref- 
erences for short-stay camp- 
ing.. Different results might 
be expected for those camp- 
ing for longer than two days. 

"How fancy should camp- 
sites be?" Munson says the 
answer is still not known. 
Perhaps after more research, 
campground owners and op- 
erators, can come up with 
sites that more nearly suit 
most camping families 1 needs 
and desires," says Munson.
